HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  1938. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year 
1938,  this  being  the  sixteenth  one  presented  by  me  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  population  of  the  District  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  for  mid-year  1938  was  28,120,  as  compared 
with  27,950  in  1937. 

There  was  a  slight  rise  in  the  Birth  Rlate  for  the  year, 
viz. :  14.9  as  against  14.8  last  year.  The  Birth  Rates  for 
England  and  Wales  were  15.1  in  1938  and  14.9  for  1937. 

The  Death  Rate  showed  a  decrease,  viz. :  9.7  per  thousand 
of  population,  as  compared  with  12.7  last  year  and  13.3  in 
1936.  The  Death  Rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  11.6 
in  1938  and  12.4  in  1937. 

Again  this  year  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  decreased, 
viz.:  34  per  thousand  births  in  1938,  as  compared  with  45  in 
1937  and  56  in  1936.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rates  for 
Elngland  and  Wales  were  53  for  1938,  58  for  1937,  and  59 
for  1936. 

The  year  was  a  satisfactory  one  from  the  point  of  view 
of  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease.  Although  the  number  of 
cases  notified  was  somewhat  larger,  the  increase  was  almost 
entirely  due  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  occurring 
during  the  year. 

I  desire  to  take  the  opportunity  of  placing  on  record  my 
thanks  for  the  help  and  assistance  I  have  received  from  the 
Council  and  its  Officers.  In  particular,  I  would  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  Mr.  Cherry,  Mr.  Lomas 
and  Mr.  Bettle,  and  the  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Tyrrell.

HEALTH  REPORT  FOR  1937, 

The  Rural  District  of  Sevenoaks  was  constituted  in  1894, 
being  previously  a  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  62,957  acres.  Previous  to  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  Kent  Review  Order,  1934,  the  area 
was  63,335  acres. 

The  District  is  somewhat  of  a  hilly  character,  the  level 
above  the  Ordnance  Datum  varying  between  90  and  805  feet. 
The  highest  point  in  the  District  is  Toys  Hill,  which  is  also 
the  highest  point  in  the  County  of  Kent. 

At  the  time  of  the  Census  of  1921  the  population  was 
23,864,  and  at  the  time  of  the  Census  of  1931  it  had  increased 
to  26,773.  The  estimated  population  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar-General  for  mid-year  1938  was  28. 1 20. 
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The  number  of  houses  in  the  District  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  8,637,  as  compared  with  8,522  last  year. 

The  District  has  a  rateable  value  of  £193,709,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  £745.

BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  421  Births  were  registered  as  belonging  to 
the  District,  of  which  number  232  were  males  and  189  were 
females.  This  is  equal  to  an  Annual  Birth  Rate  of  14.9  per 
thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  14.8  last  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15.1  in  1938, 
and  14.9  in  1937. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  as  being  illegitimate  was 
17,  of  which  11  were  males  and  6  were  females. 

There  were  also  15  stillbirths :  14  males  and  one  female. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  as 
belonging  to  the!  District  was  274  (146  males  and  128 
females). 

This  number  includes  those  deaths  which,  although  occurring 
outside  belonged  to  this  District,  but  excludes  deaths 
occurring  inside  the  District  but  belonging  to  other  Districts. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  equal  to  9.7  per  thousand 
of  population,  as  against  12.7  last  year. 

The  Death  Rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  11.6  in  1938 
and  12.4  in  1937. 

The  diseases  claiming  the  largest  number  of  deaths  were : 
Heart  Disease  75,  Cancer  48,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  16,  and 
Pneumonia  15.

years.  This  is  equal  to  a  Death  Rate  of  0.21  per  thousand  of 
population. 

Deaths  in  Persons  of  65  Years  and  Over. — The  number  of 
deaths  registered  as  occurring  in  persons  of  65  years  and  over 
was  158.  This  is  equal  to  a  Death  Rate  of  5.6  per  thousand 
of  population,  and  comprises  57.6  per  cent,  of  total  deaths.

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ZYMOTIC  DEATH  BATE, 


The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  a  term  commonly  applied  to  the 
rate  of  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  complaints, 
viz. :  Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough.,  Diarrhoea,  and  “Fever,”  which  latter  includes  Typhus, 
Typhoid  (or  Enteric)  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

During  the  year  one  death  occurred  from  these  complaints, 
the  Zymotic  Death  Rate  being  O'. 03  per  thousand  of  population. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  deaths  occurring  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
(Consumption  or  Phthisis)  numbered  5.  This  is  equal  to  a 
Death  Rate  of  0.17  per  thousand  of  population. 

OTHER  RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 

The  deaths  from  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system 
numbered  28.  This  gives  a  Death  Rate  of  0.99  per  thousand 
of  population. 

CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  (malignant  disease) 
was  48.  The  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  was  1.70  per  thousand 
of  population. 

INFLUENZA. 

During  the  year  3  deaths  occurred  from  Influenza,  the 
Death  Rate  being  0.10  per  thousand  of  population.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  year  1938  was  a  fairly  satisfactory  one  from  the  point 
of  view  of  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease,  the  number  of  cases 
notified  (excluding*  Tuberculosis)  being  358,  as  compared  with 
121  in  1937.  The  increase  is  almost  entirely  due  to  a  larger 
number  of  cases  of  Measles  being  notified,  viz. :  297  as  compared 
with  44  in  1937.

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MONTHLY  INCIDENCE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  Infections  Disease  is  shown  in 
the  following  Table  : — 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  cases  notified 
during  the  past  nineteen  years : — 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

A  large  decrease  took  place  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  notified,  viz. :  20  as  against  46  last  year.  This 
is  the  smallest  number  notified  in  any  year  since  1923. 

Mo  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

Nineteen  patients  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

DIPHTHERIA, 

During  the  year  17  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  all 
of  which  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

No  deaths  were  registered  from  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

During  the  year  one  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified. 

The  case  was  removed  to  hospital. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Three  cases  were  notified  as  against  two  last  year. 

PNEUMONIA, 

During  the  year  13  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified,  this 
being  three  less  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  occurring  from 
Pneumonia  (all  forms)  was  15. 

MEASLES.  * 

Measles  was  made  a  compulsorily  notifiable  disease  under 
the  Sevenoaks  Rural  (Measles)  Regulations,  1930,  dated  the 
1st  December,  1930,  which  came  into  force  on  the  15th 
February,  1931. 

During  the  year  297  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
44  last  year  and  310  in  1936. 

Ten  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  24  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified, 
this  being  one  more  than  last  year.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1930. 

These  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
January,  1931,  require,  inter  alia,  that  a  weekly  Return  of 
all  notified  cases  shall  be  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health ;  also  that  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall 
furnish  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  a  quarterly 
return  with  a  statement  showing  : — 

(a)  The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  register  at 
the  commencement  of  each  quarter  ; 

(b)  The  number  of  cases  notified  to  him  for  the  first  time 
during  the  quarter; 

(c)  The  number  of  cases  removed  from  the  register  in  a 
preceding  quarter  which  have  been  restored  to  the 
register,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  each  case  and 
the  reason  for  the  restoration ; 

(d)  The  number  of  cases  added  to  the  register  during  the 
quarter  which  have  been  brought  to  his  knowledge 
other  than  by  notification ; 

(e)  The  number  of  cases  removed  from  his  register  during 
the  quarter,  giving  the  name  of  each  case  and  the 
reason  for  removal ; 

(f)  The  number  of  cases  remaining  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  the  quarter. 


Previously  a  large  part  of  this  statement  was  required  under 
the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1924.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS) 

REGULATIONS,  1925. 

No  action  was  required  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
tuberculous  employees  in  the  milk  trade. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936,  SECTION  176. 

There  was  no  need  during  the  year  under  review  for  the 
Council  to  take  action  with  regard  to  securing  an  Order  for  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  a  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Whooping  Cough. — No  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  were 
registered  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  one  death  last 
year. 


Cancer. — Forty-eight  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year 
23  males  and  25  females),  as  compared  with  60  last  year. 
The  Cancer  Death  Rate  was  equal  to  1.70  per  thousand  of 
population. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ADMINISTRATION. 

An  arrangement  is  now  in  force  between  the  Council  and 
the  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  Council,  under  which  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  patients  from  any 
part  of  the  District  can  be  admitted  to  either  of  the  two 
hospitals  serving  the  Rural  District  or  to  that  maintained  by 
the  Stevenoaks  Urban  District  Council ;  or  patients  from  the 
Urban  District  can  be  accommodated  at  either  of  the  Rural 
District  Hospitals.  To  facilitate  the  working  of  this  arrange¬ 
ment,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Joint  Committee  of  the  South  Isolation  Hospital  as  their 
M e die a'l  Superinte n d ent . 

The  object  of  this  re-organisation  is  to  obtain  economy  in 
working,  and  to  increase  the  value  of  the  bed  accommodation 
existing  at  the  three  hospitals.  A  further  arrangement  provides 
for  nurses  at  either  Otford  Isolation  Hospital  or  at  the 
Sevenoaks  Urban  Isolation  Hospital  to  be  transferred,  as 
possible  and  desirable,  for  temporary  duty  to  the  other  hospital. 
During  the  year  under  review,  successful  use  has  been  made  of 
these  measures. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITALS 

The  District  is  served  by  two  Isolation  Hospitals,  the  one 
for  the  Northern  District  being  situated  at  Otford,  whilst 
the  other,  which  serves  the  Southern  District,  is  situated  at 
II  ever. 

The  North  Isolation  Hospital. — This  Hospital  receives  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  from  the  Parishes  of1  Brasted,  Ch evening, 
Dunton  Green,  Halstead,  Kemsing,  Otford,  Riverhead,  Seal, 
Sevenoaks  Weald,  Shoreham,  Sundridge  and  Westerham. 

The  Hospital  was  erected  in  1907  on  a  site  at  Otford,  five 
acres  in  extent.  It  consists  of  two  ward  blocks,  with  accommo¬ 
dation  for  six  beds  in  each,  together  with  Administrative  and 
Laundry  Blocks.  There  are  also  three  observation  huts,  each 
containing  one  bed. 

A  Humphrey’s  Iron  Building  was  erected  in  1915  to  accom¬ 
modate  20  cases. 

The  staff  now  consists  of: 

1  Matron  1  Gardener 

5  Staff  Nurses  1  Assistant  Gardener 

6  Maids 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent. 

The-  Deputy  Medical  Superintendent  is  Dr.  J.  F.  Alexander. 

Meetings  are  hold  at  the  Hospital  quarterly,  and  when 
required. 

The  South  Isolation  Hospital  receives  patients  from  the 
Parishes  of  Ohiddingstone,  CWden,  Edenbridge,  Hever,  Leigh 
and  Penshurst, 

The  Hospital  was  erected  in  1901,  and  is  under  the  control 
of  a  Joint  Hospital  Committee  for  those  Parishes  under  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  Acts,  1893  to  1901.  The  permanent  accom¬ 
modation  is  similar  to  the  Northern  Hospital. 

The  resident  staff  consists  of : 

1  Matron  Temporary  Nurses  as  required 

1  Superintendent  1  Maid 

Meetings  of  the  Committee  are  held  quarterly. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent. 

The  Deputy  Medical  Superintendent  is  Dr.  W.  C.  Wood, 
and  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Fletcher.

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Council  employs  three  full-time  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
One  of  the  Inspectors  is  appointed  to  act  as  Cleansing 
Superintendent  in  addition  to  carrying  out  the  ordinary  duties 
of  a  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  as  a  result  the  area  allotted  to 
him  is  the  smallest  of  the  three  into  which  the  Rural  District 
is  divided.

DRAINAGE. 

The  Darenth  Valley  Main  Sewerage  Board  was  formed 
under  the  Local  Government  Provisional  Order  Confirmation 
Act,  1878,  of  Sevenoaks  Rural  and  Urban  Councils  and 
Hartford  Rural  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  a  trunk  sewer  through  the  V alley  of  the  River 
Darenth  from  Westerham  to  Dart  ford,  from  which  point  the 
sewage  is  conveyed  through  the  sewers  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Dartford  and  the  West  Kent  Main  Sewerage  Board 
to  the  Outfall  Works  of  the  latter  Authority  at  Longreach. 
The  Districts  consist  of  those  parts  of  the  respective  Districts 
lying  between  the  Northern  and  Southern  boundaries  of  the 
Darenth  Watershed. 

Parishes. — Brasted,  Chevening,  D'unton  Green,  Halstead, 
Kemsing,  Otford,  Riverhead,  Shoreham,  Sundridge,  Seal,  and 
Westerham. 

The  main  Darenth  Valley  Sewer  commences  at  Westerham 
and  runs  through  the  valley  of  the  Northern  Area,  and  con¬ 
tinues  through  the  Dartford  Rural  District. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Parish  of  Halstead,  all  the 
populous  parts  of  the  other  parishes  are  sewered  and  are 
connected  to  the  main  Darenth  Valley  Sewer.  Considerable 
sewering  work  is  now  being  done  in  the  Parish  of  Halstead, 

In  the  outlying  parts  of  parishes  where  the  Council  have 
no  sewers,  cesspools  are  in  use.  These  are  emptied  by  the 
Council. 

DRAINAGE— SOUTHERN  AREA. 

Chiddingstone. — The  greater  portion  of  this  parish  is  on 
the  pail  closet  system;  the  remainder  have  cesspool- accom¬ 
modation. 

Cowden. — A  sewage  disposal  system  is  Installed  and  is 
working  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Edenbridge. — The  Edenbridge  Main  Sewer  runs  through  the 
parish,  and  the  hpuses  adjoining  are  drained  into  this  sewer. 
Only  a  few  outlying  houses  are  drained  into  cesspools. 

Hover. — Cesspool  accommodation  is  universal  in  this  village 
with  the  exception  of  the  hamlet  of  Pour  Elms,  which  is  drained 
into  the  Council’s  outfall  works  in  the  village. 

Leigh,. — The  Council’s  sewer  runs  through  the  village,  and 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses,  which  have 
cesspools,  all  premises  are  connected  to  the  sewer. 

Penshurst. — Practically  all  houses  connected  to  the  sewer, 
a  few  outlying  houses  having  cesspools,

The  following  remedial  works  were  carried  out  during  the 
year; 

NORTH EIRiN  AREA. — Three  defective  cesspools  were'  repaired. 

SOUTHERN  AREA. — Three  defective  cesspools  were  repaired. 

In  the  whole  of  the  District  110  waterclosets  were  connected 
to  the  sewer  from  newly-built  houses,  and  59  closets  were 
connected  to  watertight  cesspools  from  new  houses. 

During  the  year  49  new  cesspools  of  an  average  capacity 
of  2,225  gallons  were  constructed  at  new  properties. 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 


A  Scheme  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  came  into  operation 
on  the  10th  February,  1036. 


During  the  year  946  cesspools  were  emptied ;  the  total 
number  of  miles  traversed  was  9,993,  the  petrol  consumption 
being  1,638  gallons. 

The  cesspools’  contents  were  disposed  of  by  spreading  over 
farm  land,  and  no  complaints  as  to  nuisances  have  been 
received. 

A  Dennis  machine  is  used  for  this  work,  and  has  proved 
very  satisfactory  during  the  year. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  the  following  conversions  have  taker 
place : 

NORTHERN  AREA  No.  1. — Nine  new  waterclosets  have  been  built. 

N OR'THEEN  AREA  No.  2. — Two  new  waterclosets  have  been  built 
and  connected  to  a  cesspool. 

SOiUTHERN  AREA. — Twenty-four  new  waterclosets  have  been 
built. 


There  were  no  conversions  on  a  large  scale  during  the 
year.  In  a  number  of  instances  pail  closets  were  converted 
to  water  closets  by  private  owners,  and  particulars  are  included 
in  the  tabular  statement.

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WATER  SUPPLY, 

Wit  h  one  exception  all  piped  supplies  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Quarterly  reports  have  been  submitted  by  the  Sevenoaks 
Water  Works'  Company  and  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company 
on  the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water,  and  in  every 
case  these  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  chemical  analyses  have  been 
made  of  water  from  springs  in  various  parts  of  the  District, 
the  results  of  which  were : 

Satisfactory .  19 

Unsatisfactory  . .  4 

The  necessary  action  was  taken  in  all  cases  in  which  the 
sample  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

In  one  case  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  with  regard 
to  contamination  of  a  piped  supply.  This  was  found  due  to 
local  conditions,  and  the  trouble  was  remedied  by  the  cleansing 
and  repair  of  a  storage  tank  which  was  found  to  be 
defective. 

Brasted.— The  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  mains  are  avail¬ 
able  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  parish. 

Chevening. — The  Sevenoaks  Water  Company  supplies  in 
bulk  to  the  Rural  District  Council  mains.  A  few  wells  are  still 
in  existence  in  the  scattered  portions  of  the  parish. 

Chliddingstone. — The  village  derives  its  water  from  wells, 
but  a  portion  known  as  the  Causeway  is  supplied  from  the 
Penshurst  Water  Works,  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Rural  District  Council. 

The  Blast  Surrey  Water  Company’s  mains  run  from  Bough 
Beech  to  Weller’s  Town,  and  supply  most  of  the  houses  near 
the  Church,  and  also  the  Schools. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  from  wells  and  springs  supplying 
cottages,  two  of  which  were  found  to  be  unfit,  and  action  was 
taken  to  improve  supplies.  Two  cottages  had  wells  cleansed 
and  walls  cement  rendered. 

Cowden. — The  East  Surrey  Water  Company’s  mains  are 
available. 

Dunton  Green. — The  Sevenoaks  Water  Company  supplies  in 
bulk  to  the  Rural  District  Council  mains. 

Edenbridge. — The  Bast  Surrey  Water  Company’s  mains 
supply  the  parish. 
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Hever.— A  greater  portion  of  the  village  is  supplied  through 
the  main  from  the  private  reservoir  on  the  Hon.  J.  J.  Aster’s 
Els t ate,  but  the  hamlet  of  ’Four  Elms  is  supplied  from  the  mains 
of  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company. 

Halstead. — The  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  mains  are 
available  throughout  the  parish. 

Kemsing. — The  Mid-Kent  Water  Company’s  mains  supply 
the  parish. 

Leigh. — The  Tonbridge  Water  Company’s  mains  are  avail¬ 
able  in  the  village,  but  the  detached  portions,  the  Compasses 
and  (  ha  re  or  t .  are  supplied  through  the  Penshurst  Water 
Works. 

Otford. — As  in  Chevening  and  Dunton  Green. 

Penshurst. — The  Penshurst  Water  Works,  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  supply  the  parish. 

Riverhead. — The  Sevenoaks  Water  Company’s  supply  is 
available  throughout  the  parish. 

Seal. — A  supply  is  available  from  the  mains  of  the  Seven- 
oaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Companies. 

Shoreham. — The  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  and  Mid-Kent 
Water  mains  are  available  throughout  the  parish. 

Sundridge. — The  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  mains  supply 
the  parish. 

Westerham. — The  Metropolitan  Water  Board’s  and  the 
East  Surrey  Water  Company’s  mains  are  available  throughout 
the  parish. 

Weald. — The  Sevenoaks  Water  Company’s  supply  is  avail¬ 
able  throughout  the  parish. 

During  the  year  566  yards  of  6in.  main  and  158  yards  of 
3in.  main  were  laid.

In  eight  cases  the  samples  did  not  reach  the  high  standard 
required,  but  this  was  found  to  be  attributable  to  conditions 
at  the  premises  from  which  the  samples  were  secured.

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RIVERS  AND  WATERCOURSES. 


During  the  year  38  inspections  were  made  of  rivers  and 
streams  within  the  District  with  respect  to  suspected  pollution. 
As  a  result  of  these  inspections,  six  informal  notices  were 
served  and  complied  with,  the  pollution  being  abated  after 
serve  of  the  notices. 

In  the  Southern  District  121  inspections  were  made  in 
regard  to  the  purity  of  effluents  from  private  sewage  disposal 
plants,  and  in  five  cases  informal  notices  were  served  and 
complied  with. 

One  case  of  pollution  of  the  River  Eden  at  Edenbridge 
by  oil  was  investigated,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  trace  the 
offender. 


HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
and  embraces  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District.  This  system 
was  instituted  in  1933. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  new  houses  being  erected, 
the  purchase  of  an  additional  refuse  collection  lorry,  with  the 
necessary  personnel  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  same,  was 
found  to  be  necessary. 

The  frequency  of  the  collections  has  been  greatly  improved. 
Fortnightly  collections  have  been  inaugurated  in  place  of  the 
monthly  collections.  The  weekly  collections  remain  as  pre¬ 
viously,  these  being  made  in  the  more  thickly  populated  parts 
of  the  District. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  for  Northern  Area  No.  2  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  supervision  of  the  house  refuse  collection  in  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  on  the 
Bradford  system,  two  dumps  being  in  use,  viz. :  that  for  the 
Southern  Area  being  at  Hever  Lane,  Edenbridge  (belonging  to 
the  Council),  and  that  for  the  Northern  Area  being  situated 
in  the  Parish  of  Otford,  consisting  of  land  specially  bought 
by  the  Council  for  this  purpose,  also  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  at  Hosey  Common,  Westerham. 

The  Inspector  has  carried  out  this  responsible  and,  at  times, 
onerous  work  in  a  most  efficient  manner,  which,  in  my  opinion, 
reflects  the  greatest  credit  on  him.

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The  figure  of  3.85  cesspools  emptied  per  day  shows  a  slight 
increase  over  last  year’s  figures,  which  were  compiled  over  a 
period  of  six  months  and  which  worked  out  at  3.6  cesspools 
per  day. 

The  one  machine  has  up  to  the  present  been  sufficient  to 
cope  with  the  requests  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  js 
standing  up  to  this  work  exceptionally  well.  In  the  year  under 
review,  opportunity  has  been  taken  during  the  annual  holiday 
of  the  workmen  to  have  the  machine  overhauled  at  the  Dennis 
Works,  and  the  machine  is  now  in  excellent  condition. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  no  case  of  illness  of  the  men 
engaged  on  this  work  has  occurred.

During  the  year  2,560  visits  of  inspection  were  paid.  Eight 
defects  were  found,  and  have  since  been  remedied. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

The  above  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st 
April,  1935,  provide  an  opportunity  for  the  inspection  of 
carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  animals  killed, 
number  inspected,  and  the  amount  of  meat  destroyed  as  being 
unfit  for  human  consumption.

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  regard  to  the  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies  will  be  found  in  the  detailed  list  of  inspections 
made  during  the  year. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  are  all  regularly  inspected,  much 
time  being  devoted  to  this  work. 

During  the  year  354  samples  of  Accredited  and  T.T.  milk 
have  been  taken  at  the  request  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.

The  administration  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936  and  1938,  is  carried  out  by  the  Kent  County 
Council.  The  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspectors  procure  samples 
in  conjunction  with  the  County  Public  Health  Department 
and  submit  them  to  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  as  and 
when  required. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


There  are  26  Slaughterhouses  within  the  District.  Regular 
inspection  of  slaughterhouses,  butchers’  shops,  and  food 
preparing  places  is  made  in  most  cases  daily. 

In  Westerham  Parish  a  weekly  market  is  held,  and  all 
foodstuffs  displayed  are  regularly  inspected. 

Fried  fish  shops  are  kept  under  careful  supervision. 

During  the  hop-picking  season  all  hawkers’  vans  are 
stopped  and  the  contents  examined.  This  has  had  a  very 
deterrent  effect  on  the  questionable  quality  of1  cooked  food¬ 
stuffs  which  at  one  time  were  brought  into  the  District.  Hop- 
pickers’  camps  are  visited  and  the  pickers  advised  to  purchase 
from  local  shops  where  practicable. 

There  is  no  meat  marketing  scheme  in  force  within  this 
District. 

Food  preparing  places  are  also  visited  during  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  foodstuffs. 


PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  are  six  premises  in  the  District  in 
which  Offensive  Trades  are  carried  on.  No  nuisance  has  arisen 
from  them  during  the  year. 

Hop-pickers. — Improvements  were  effected  in  the  provision 
made  for  hop-pickers.  Four  minor  defects  were  remedied  after 
informal  action.  There  are  11  farms  where  hop-pickers’ 
encampments  are  established. 

Underground  Sleeping  Rooms.- — There  are  no  underground 
sleeping  rooms  in  the  District. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. — There  is  one  House  Let  in 
Lodgings  in  the  District.  This  was  visited  on  three  occasions 
during  the  year 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. — It  was  not  found  necessary  during 
the  year  to  take  legal  action  in  respect  of  Tents,  Vans  and 
Sheds.

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  publicly-owned  swimming  baths  in  this 
District. 

The  following  privately-owned  swimming  baths  and  pools 
are  in  existence : 

Brasted. — Privately-owned  swimming  bath,  in  which  the 
water  from  the  River  Darenth  is  used  after  filtration. 
Two  samples  of  the  water  were  examined  during  the 
year. 

Sundridge.— -One  swimming  bath,  in  which  water  from  the 
River  D'arenth  is  used  after  filtration. 

Dunton  Green. — Swimming  bath,  the  water  being  obtained 
from  the  River  Darenth.  Water  filtered  before  use. 

Edenbridge. — One  swimming  bath,  being  a  portion  of  the 
River  Eden,  which  is  fenced  off.  A  continuous  supply 
of  water  from  the  river  is  used.  There  is  no  method  of 
filtration  in  use,  the  flow  being  free. 

Sevenoaks  Weald. — A,  swimming  bath  which  is  used  by  the 
Oxford  and  Bermondsey  Club.  The  bath  is  constructed 
of  concrete,  and  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Sevenoaks 
Water  Works  Company  is  used.  The  water  is  changed 
every  14  days  when  the  bath  is  in  use. 

During  the  year  25  visits  were  paid  to  swimming  baths. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

During  the  year  three  Council  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  bed  bugs.  There  were  all  disinfested. 

In  21  cases  infestation  was  found  in  privately-owned  houses, 
and  these  were  all  dealt  with. 

The  ‘  4  Oimex  ’  ’  method  of  disinfestation  has  been  employed 
in  this  District  and  found  to  lie  satisfactory.  In  addition,  the 
“Zaldecide”  method  has  been  used  for  light  infestation,  and 
where  the  trouble  is  deep-seated,  a  combination  of  the  “Cimex” 
and  “Zaldecide”  methods  is  used. 
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In  suspected  cases  of  bug  infestation  the  Housing  Manager’s 
staff  report  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  who  institute  the 
necessary  action. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  undertaken  by  the  Local 
Authority,  no  contractors  being  employed.  In  certain  lightly 
affected  cases,  the  work  is  done  by  the  tenants  of  the  property 
concerned  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Visits  are  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  or  Health  Visitor 
to  suspected  dirty  tenants,  and  they  are  given  advice  on  the 
preventive  measures  which  should  be  taken.  The  Council’s 
Rent  Collectors  are  also  instructed  to  report  any  suspicious 
cases  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

In  questionable  cases,  the  furniture  of  tenants  vacating  old 
houses  before  going  to  Council  houses  is  carefully  examined 
for  evidence  of  vermin  prior  to  occupation. 


NURSING  FACILITIES. 

Nursing  facilities  are  provided  by  the  District  Nursing 
Associations,  which  are  affiliated  to  the  Kent  County  Nursing 
Association. 


NURSING  AND  MATERNITY  HOMES. 

The  Kent  County  Council  have  dedegated  the  powers  under 
the  Ptiblic  Health  Act,  1936,  relating  to  Nursing  and  Maternity 
Homes. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  five  registered  premises, 
the  number  of  beds  available  being  five  for  maternity  cases 
and  22  for  other  cases.

period  laid  down  in  the  Public  Health  Act. 

A  number  of  applications  for  licences  were  received,  but 
none  were  found  necessary  during  1938. 

In  all  cases  sites  have  been  inspected  with  regard  to 
drainage,  water  supply,  closet  and  washing  accommodation. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  during  the 
year. 

The  estimated  maximum  number  of  campers  at  the  “peak” 
periods  (August  and  early  September)  was  550,  the  weeklv 
numbers  being  approximately  200. 


AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 

In  July,  1938,  Mr.  E,  J.  A.  Bettle,  who  holds  the  O.A.G-.S. 
(Special)  Instructor’s  Certificate  issued  by  the  Home  Office 
Civilian  Anti-Gas  School,  was  appointed  Area  Gas  Officer  and 
made  responsible  for  training  and  supervising  in  anti-gas 
measures  all  Council  employees  and  personnel  connected  with 
the  Council’s  Air  Raid  Precautions  Scheme. 

Up  to  December  31st,  1938,  94  persons  had  received  or 
were  receiving  instruction  during  office  hours,  and  67  were 
receiving  instruction  out  of  office  hours,  making  a  total  of  161. 
Fifty-five  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  during  the 
period  covered,  exclusive  of  emergency  training  which  was 
carried  out  during  the  September  Crisis.
